BOOST FOB THE BONUS 


The campaign is on for the soldiers" bonus in Ohio. 


Jt is by the method of amendment to the constitution. 
The soldiers call it ''adjusted compensation" and we be- 
Jieve that in the interest of fair dealing this bonus amend 
fnent should be supported. 


Great Britain has paid her ex-private soldiers $140, 


panada up to as high as $600. Ohio has paid nothing, 
£nd the government has paid but $60, 


During the Civil War the bounties paid to the Ohio 


roldiers were more than double the total amount of the 
proposed bonus. 


It is well known that during the war when the bovs 


•were getting $1 a day and their board, wages were the 
highest they have been in our history. Many of these 
boys could have obtained from $8 to $10 per day if they 
had been at home, and all that is added by this'bonus is 
a possible 33c a day extra. That is. 33c added to their 
$1.00. While other men were being increased 300c'c 
they will be getting a delayed increase, not of their f or- 
jner wage, but a delayed increase of $1.00 to $1.33. 


It is claimed by those who have studied the matter 


that the 243.000 service men in Ohio subscribed on the 
average of $70 per capita, for liberty bonds. The per 
capita subscribed, of men at home- " was $180. Those 
men therefore, so it was claimed, receiving but $1, sub 
scribed nearly half the amount that those subscribed 
who were receiving $6 to $10 a day and higher. 


Some of the reasons why it should be supported in 


our judgment are the arguments advanced against it. 
This is one: The physically incapacitated should be as- 
sisted freely, most of the others will be on the pension 
list in a. few years. This statement is a reflection upon 
our men.

If they get a square deal in the s^nse of 
having their compensation somewhat adjusted for the 
period they were in the army, it is not expected that the 
nation \\ill be loaded with pensions for decades to come 
for the service in the army of those who were not injured 
physically whatever by their experipnce. 


Another reason advanced is that there is plenty ot 


lime to compensate the soldiers. Surely there is all 
eternity, but if this is a debt it should be promptly paid 
The fact that 700 000 OT 800.000 of the soldier boys in thu 
country are without jobs is not a perfectly good reason 
>why they should be the last ones to be paid what is due 
them. Supposing all people whom the government 
owed should be told that there would be plenty of time 
to pay them, but no payment made. Of course it i- 
argued that in this case there has been no agreement to 
pay them more than their $1.00 per day. This is true 
.It is simply a debt of honor. But a debt of honor should 
be paid, aud some men have been in favor of paving it 
before they paid legal obbgations. 


If Ohio does not take care of this bonus now it nev-
